A Notice of Allowance for U.S. Patent Application No. 09/760,399 was mailed on 
July 27, 2004 with a patent term adjustment under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b), as of that date, 
of 655 days. For the reasons stated herein, reconsideration of this patent term 
adjustment is respectfully requested. 



REMARKS 

U.S. Patent Application No. 09/760,399 issued with a published term adjustment 
under 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) of 655 days. U.S. Patent Application No. 09/760,399 is not 
subject to a terminal disclaimer. 

Period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(a) 

Applicants agree with the PTO calculation of the period of adjustment under 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .703(a)(1 ) of 655 days . 

Period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(b) 

The period of adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .703(b) is the number of days in the 
period beginning on the day ("the 3 year date") after the date that is three years after the 
date on which the application was filed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 1 (a). 

The present application was filed on January 12, 2001 . The 3 year date 
specified in 37 C.F.R. § 1.703(b) is January 12, 2004. The patent is expected to issue 
28 weeks after the Notice of Allowance date of July 27, 2004 (1 97 days after the 3 year 
date), which is February 8, 2005 (196 days). The difference between the 3 year date 
and the projected issue date is 393 days.
